OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


ETECTIVE - OFFICER 

GEORGE MORDANT (43), 
of Casino road, Clontarf, Dublin, 
was shot dead on Saturday night 
when a raid by detectives and 
policemen was made on the house, 
No. 14 Holly road, Donnyearney. 
Detective Mordant was a native of 
Crancour, Ballycanew, County 
Wexford. and was formerly 
stationed in Clontarf. He joined 
the Guards in 1925. 

After the shooting a man was 
arrested, and a second man, who 
was armed, escaped. 

An official statement says :'—

ILAN, the target of a day-

FIVE AXIS SHIPS SUNK 
OTHERS BADLY DAMAGED 


“His Majesty’s submarines, 
operating in the Mediterranean, 
have scored further successes on the 
supply lines to the Axis armies in 
Libya,” says a British Admiralty 
communique. ‘ Five Italian supply 
ships have been gunk, one destroyer 
aa an armed merchant cruiser 
probably sunk, five other 
enemy supply have been 
damaged. 

“Four submarines share in the 
success of these latest operations. 
They are commanded by :—Com- 
mander D. Bryant, D.S.C., R.N.; 
Lieutenant E. T. Stanley, D.8.C., 
R.N.; Lieutenant A. C. G. Mars. 
R.N., and Lieutenant J. W. D. 
Coombe, R.N. 

‘* Among the ships destroved were 
a medium-sized petrol-carrier and 
a vessel heavily laden with motor 
transport, which had previously 
been damaged and stopped by air 
attack. The other three supply 
ships sunk were carrying foodstuffs 
aud stores. The destroyer, which 
iormed part of the escort of a 
convoy, was torpedoed at the same 
time as one of the supply vessels in 
the convoy, and was probably sunk. 
In the case of the other four enemy 
supply vessels hit with torpedo it 
was rot possible to observe the final 
result. The armed merchant cruiser 
formed part of a convoy escort off 
the coast of Sardinia, and either 
sunk in shallow water or was 
beached. 

“This brings the total number of 
Axis supply ships sunk or damaged 
by His Majesty's submarines in the 
Mediterraneam during October to 
24 Of these, 14 were seen to 
sink.”’

MENACE OF STATE 
CONTROL 
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DISPENSARY REFORM 
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THE necessity for reform and the danger of State interfer- 
ence in the medical services of Eire were dealt with by 


speakers at the inaugural meeting of the Biological Society 
of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and 


urgeons in 


Ireland, he]d on Saturday night in the College of Surgeons, 


Dublin. 


“ We are living in an age of 
bureaucracy gone mad,” said Pro- 
fessor Henry Moore, of University 
College, Dublin. ‘‘ The evils result- 
ing from State control of our profes- 
sion: would be calamitous, and it 
should, in the interests of humanity, 
he fought tooth and nail by the pro- 
fession and the public.”’. The pro- 
fession, he said, with its full know- 
ledge of the difficulties, could devise 
far better plans than any Govern- 
ment department. 

Mr. R. M. Smyllie, editor of the 
/rish+ Times, said that the fact that 
80 per cent of the newly-qualified 
doctors in Eire had to go to Britain 
for jobs knocked the bottom out of 
self-sufficiency. The Irish medical 
schools could not keep open unless 
there was that field for graduates. 
But if that field was removed the 
Government here was going to be up 
against it. and the answer would be 
a State medical service. All recent 
changes had been going in the direc- 
tion of State control, 


“ A DISGRACE ” 


Professor Moore said that the 
remuneration of dispensary doctors 
was a disgrace to the country, and 
the facilities provided. for their work 
among the poor were certainly fifty 
years out of date. Doctors in simi- 
lar positions in Britain were almost 
three times as well off financially. 
There were 650 general practitioners 
throughout the country who were 
dispensary doctors, and until their 
conditions were remedied the poor 
could not he offered by the State 
what they had a right to expect in 
a Christian democracy—the most effi- 
cient medical treatment available in 
the current state of medical science. 
Reform was imperative, and it 
largelv rested in tne hands of the 
profession. Little progress towards 
refcrm could he expected from the 
State—rather the reverse. 


SUGGESTED INQUIRY 


Medical instirance benefits would 
have to be entirely reconsidered, but 
the reconstitution should rot be 
allowed to come by fiat from any 
Government department, but only 
in collaboration and agreement with 
the profession. It would be wise 
for the profession to take the initia- 
tive how A thorough induiry into 
the whole question of the dispensary 
and insurance medical services 
should be made by a representative 
commission set up by the Medical 
Association of Eire, acting with 
members nominated to this com- 
mission by the teaching colleges, the 
voluntary hospitals, and the Roval 
Academy of Medicine. Such a body 
could formulate a policy and carry 
it to the appropriate authorities. 
The madness of bureaucracy 
would, said Professor Moore, be to 
some extent endurable if it went 
hand-in-hand with even a moderate 
degree of efficiency, but such was 
not the case. ‘‘ We have only par- 
tially defeated several determined 
efforts to achieve State control of 
our volurtary -hospitals. You may 
rest assured that entrenched bureau- 
crats do not consider themselves 
defeated, and I confidently predict 
that the introduction of further and 
even more far-reaching schemes of 
State medical control are not far 
distant, unless we ourselves forestall 
them by taking counsel, formulating 
a constructive policy. and taking 
strong action thereon.’’ 


DEFICITS 
Discussing hospital deficits, Profes 
sor Moore szid that the sweepstake 
funds, from which hospital deficits 
were paid, were originally collected 
by the. hospitals themselves from 
sweepstakes organised by them, 
‘‘but when the latter became 


sufficiently profitable the State 
stepped in with power to administer 
the funds itself, and incidentally 
took enormous sums in duty for the 
State. With this experience, and 
others, in mind, one is tempted to 
believe that a hospital would be 
better off to withdraw altogether 
from the benefits of the sweepstake; 
it weuld be poorer, but it wonld be 
free.”’ |

DISPENSARIES 
Dr. A. §. ffrench-O’Carroll (Presi- 


dent-elect) read a paper entitled, 
“When You Qualify—~-,” in which 
he sail that 290 graduates 
graduated, on an average, every year 
in Eire, and 80 per cent. of them 
had to find positions in Britain. 
There was an average of 70 appoint- 
ments each year in Eire, including 
22 dispensary doctors, and 10 full- 
time appointments, the rest being 
general practitioners and specialists, 
The salary of a dispensary doctor 
was £250 per annum, rising by £10 
a vear to £325, and little had been 
done to improve their conditions, 
Many dispensaries were still dark, 
dismal, with poor accommodation, 
little equipment and hopeless con- 
ditions for clinical work.
